WILD PANIC AT A DANCE 

. _■ ■ 

THIRTY-SIX .HORSES ARE 
BURNED 



One Man Cremated and Several Hurt 

In Wild Stampede Caused by 

Fire Alarm. 

Two barns destroyed, one man inciner- 
ated in attempting to rescue bis horse from 
the blazing stable, and thirty-six horses 
burned, is the result ot a fire which started 
in "Ecke's barn Saturday -night, while 
dances were in progress in both of tbe 
village holla at Hayton, Wis. ' * 

Both halls were crowded with merry 
makers. At ; Wagner's over 200 people 
were present. The sudden alarm precip- 
itated a panic and a wild rush for the exits 
began. In the, hurry, fear and uproar,' 
women fainted and children were almost 
crushed in the surging masses 1 about the 
doors. At Ecke's hall almost by a miracle 
were the weaker saved from death under* 
foot, while the hurrying crowds rushed 
out. Not 300 feet away th? lurid light' of 
the blazing barns filled the balls with a' 
terrifying ' glow, Tbe crackle and roar of 
tbe .flames could be heard, giving a start| 
ling confirmation to the belief that the 
hall itself was in flames. 

Many horses had been stabled in the. 
barns for tbe night. When the men 
reached the blazing structure, intent upon 
saving the hapless brutes, the whole upper 
portion was a mass of (lames. Notwith- 
standing tbe danger, many rushed in to 
cut and untie ropes, allowinu about half 
of tbe panic stricken creatures to escape, 
many of them terribly burned, The crowd, 
was forced to listen to the terrible outcry 
made by tbe thirty-six animals remaining, 
until tbe beat and " smoke ended their 
misery. 

The danger of not only the ball but the 
whole eastern portion o£ the town being 
consumed was great, but the crowd of men 
tore down the* outbuildings and a space 
was cleared so that the fire did sot spread 
A bucket brigade was formed and the 
amateur firemen fought deperately with 
the flamed. The fire was controlled by 2 
o'clock. Foh's barn,;, ad joining Ecke's 
, wob. the only; other* bn.ilding ; to. suffer;-:-.^ 

James Rableigh entered the burning 
structure intending to save his horse, but 
Was never seen alive again. Next morn- 
ing his charred body was found beside 
that of his horse. He leaves a wife and 
several small childen. The property loss 
is comparatively small. 

There was no watchman or hostler in 
attendance, and only conjectures as to how 
the fire originated can he made. Scores of 
young people were forced to' walk to their 
homes, in some cases ; several miles -away. 
The streets of tbe little village ore, lined 
with carriages, the hojrses havingperisbed 
in the burned ehede and bains.

gnarled oaks and stately cypress trees. 
Before the mound Is" a. tablet six feet 
broad and twenty feet high, upon 
which are inscribed the names and 
"deeds of the great founder of Confu-

000,000 human beings. The bu-den of 

ts Inscription,- according to.- reliable 
nslatlon, Is "Perfect On-," "Abac- 
Jdtely: Pure," "Perfect Sage," "First 
Sige," "Great Philosopher," etc. 
;' The avenue which leads up to tbf 
^philosopher's tomb' ts even more latar- 
Testing than the actual place of burial 
^itself. On each side of the avenue are 
rows of figures of huge animals cut 
In stone — lions, tigers, elephants and 
horses, besides numerous mythical 
creatures, such as animals half dog 
and half frog, beasts with four legs 
and twice as many wings, besides a 
multitude of untamable monsters that 
never lived on earth. In the water or 
In the air. Taken .altogether, the 
burial place of Confucius Is one of 
the 'chief spots of Interest In the 
orient

RUSSI AN GENERAL SHOT 

STOESSEL IS CONFINED TO 
HOSPITAL 



Orders His Hen to Die Rather Thau 

Surrender, But the Garrison 

Is Weakening, 

It is reported that a wound received by 
General Stoessel has necessitated his con- 
finement iu a hospital, that be refused to 
relinquish tbe command of the garrison 
and tbat he has issued orders to the troops 
to die at their posts rather than surrender. 

It is said that the spirit of tbe Russign 
troop3 has been dampened by continuous 
work, the lack of supplies and tbe hope- 
lessness of their ability to make any suc- 
cessful defense of the fortress. 

It is said further that many of the Rus- 
sian soldierB are ready to surrender, but 
that they are kept at their posts by officers, 
who threaten them with revolvers, and 
tbat several soldiers who were BUBpected of 
a desire to desert have been shot as a warn- 
ing to others, 

The Japanese now believe tbat tbe gar- 
rison has almost reached tbe limit of 
human endurance. * 

Spies and Russians who have surrendered 
report tbat rations in the fortress have 
been reduced. The wounded found by the 
Japanese are emaciated. 

Russian artillery sbella are made partly 
of wood and do not explode. This shows 
that tbe Russians are short of material for 
making heavy ammunition. 

The capture of the eastern fortified ridge 
will mean the surrender of. tbe fortress m 
a couple of weeks unless tbe garrison there 
retires to tbe isolated forta. This seems 
improbable, however, and cold weather 
and tbe lack of food nod ammunition ren- 
ders desperate; re&Ut&uce unlikely.

That la to say, he can no long- 
er remain an integral part of the 
Industrial machine. 

Young men are in demand every- 
where. Old men are in demand no- 
where. The ' commercialism of the 
age feeds upon young blood and re- 
jects everything else. 

Most of the railroads ' have placed 
an age limit upon their pay roll ac- 
count. It is a tacit rule that no man 
over forty-five years of age shall be 
employed, even at clerical work. 

One of the great steel companies of 
the country, employing thousands of. 
men, recently adopted a rule that la" 
certain departments requiring expert 
knowledge and s Still no man over thir- 
ty-five years of age should 1 be given 
employment Other' large industries 
are following a similar policy. 

Practically the same thing is true. - 
In the professions. Except as a . 
counselor, the old lawyer Is' not In de- ' 
mand. The churches are calling for 
young ministers, and the schools give 
preference to young teachers. When 
a man reaches the age ot fifty he is. 
supposed to have crossed the dead 
line. 

It is a strange commentary on our. 
modern civilization that while medi- 
cal science is bending every energy, 
to prolong the span of human life—', 
to people the world with old men — , 
the tendency of our economic system 
Is to drive them out of buainesa — to ' 
make them a charge upon the world, 
which Is said to owe every man a liv- 
ing. 

Here Is a question for political 

economists to digest If possible, for 

tbe benefit of the coming generation: 

What shall the world do with its old 

men?— Chicago Journal.

It 
Is estimated that the wheat yield this 
yea r was worth to the farmers about 
5501. 000,000, as compared with a vnluo 
bt $4-1:1,000,000 last year, $122,200,000 
in 1002, and ?407,:i00.000 In 1001. 

The cotton crop of the- present year 
is chiso to the- best In. sine and quality 
ever produced in this couutry. The spec- 
ulation in enttou'Inst year, however, tnado 
an extremely high range of prices for the 
staple and probably put the total value 
of last season's crop to thu plnntcrs at 
a higher figure than will he 'realised for 
the crop this season. The estimated fig- 
ures tire 5000,000,000 for this - year's 
crop, iia compared with ?U 17,500,00(1 for 
last year's crop, ¥480,700,000 in 1902, 
aud $438,000,000 iu IDOL 

The liny crop Is one of the most val- 
uable that the fanners of the country 
raise, although little is heard of it and 
IU vicissitudes during tlio growing sea- 
son. This year the buy crop Is very 
large, hut the price is not up to the av- 
erage of former years. The total value 
o.f the crop Is estimated at $550,000,000, 
11s compared with $550,300,000 In 1003, 
$542,000,1)00 til 1002, and 5500,100,000 In 
1901. 

The potato crop this year Is one of the 
best, If not .the host, in the history of 
the country, nnd although the price per 
bushel Is considerably less tbnn that pre- 
vailing Inst year, the remuneration to the 
farmers will bo larger. There is hull* 
cuted total value of the potato crop 
of $1.^.000,000, as compared with $151.- 
000.001) last year. $134,100,000 la 1002, 
and $143,000,000 in 1001. 

The ont, rye, barley and buckwheat 
crops are excellent this year, nnd prices 
are Rood, The yields to the farmers tills 
fnl| nre figured at a total of $330,000,000 
for the four crops, as compered with 
$332,200,000 hist year, $31)0,000,000 iu 
1002 and $30S,700,000 In 1001. 

Combined, tlie crops of the country 
this year represent n value to the farm- 
ers, at the prevailing prices, larger than 
ever before In the history of the country. 
The grand total of the yield of the har- 
vests this fall is estimated at $3,200.- 
000,000. Last year records were broken 
by a yield of $3, 073, 000, 01 K), la 1002 tho 
harvest wns worth $2.9S7,000,000. In

The recommendation is made also 
Unit the Philippine commission In the 
Islands be given authority to establish 
the tariff rates on goods going to the 
islands, since under the present law the 
islanders have suffered undue hardship. 

While the President docs not intend to 
bring up the question of general tariff 
revision at the coming Bession of Con- 
gress, nay recommendation for such 
change In the Philippine rales will pre- 
cipitate a tariff fight at the short ses- 
sion. • 

The Philippine, commission already has 
prepared a scheme of revision which lias 
been innde public for the purpose of id* 
tabling criticism, nud suggest Ions from 
the business interests of tlie United 
States. Iu this plan some of the sched- 
ules are raised and some lowered.

Theodore Roosevelt of New York 
and Onirics W. Fairbanks of Indiana 
have been elected President nnd Vice 
Frcsldeut of the United States by 
the largest popular vote ever given 
candldata for those olflces. Their 
vote In tbe electoral college will be 
the largest any candidates have ever 
received. When the electors meet, 
848 of them will, cast their vote for 
tbe Republican candidates and ISO 
will be cast for the Democrats. The 
figures are the result of tbe Republi- 
can electors carrying every one of the 
so-dillcd doubtful States, Including 
West Virginia, thn home of Davis. 

The States that con til bu led chiefly 
to the success of the Republican can- 
dldato are New York and Indiana. 
The former surpassed all expectations 
by rolling up a plurality of more than 
185,000 for tbe Republican ticket, dud 
the latter wns kept In the Roosevelt 
and Fairbanks column by a plurality 
of over 50,000. In addition to these 
"two pivotal States, the ones placed In 
tbe doubtful column by the Demo- 
cratic managers were, Connecticut, 
Delaware, New Jersey, Rhode Island 
and West Virginia, all of which went 
strongly Republican, with Roosevelt 
heading tbe ticket, as they did four 
years ago, when McKInley won over 
Bryan, Colorado, Idaho and Nevada 
also fell .into the Republican ranks, 
though they were counted for Bryan 
oh tbe a til! -Imperialism platform of 
1000, Even Missouri climbed Into the 
Republican band wngon, 

The States that were conceded to 
the Republicans, notably Pennsyl- 
vania,- Ohio, Illinois, tliu Northwest 
and New Kiighmd, In. every instance 
increased the McKInley plurality from 
1 0,000 to 100.000. Maryland and Mou- 
tann also went for Roosevelt. For 
Judge Parker only the solid South re- 
mained absolutely faithful. 

Roosevelt carried thirty-three States; 
Parker eleven. Pennsylvania gave 
Roosevelt n plurality of 450,000. Illi- 
nois came second with 240,000. Ohio 
gave liltn 200,000. California rolled up 
a plurality of 105,000, while Minnesota 
trotted along with 120,000, Now Jer- 
\»ey with 7o,000 and Michigan with 
10-1,000, Folk was elected Governor of 
Missouri despite the fact that Roose- 
velt carried the State and nearly all 
the Republican candidates with him. 
The Missouri Legislature will be Re- 
publican on joint ballot, which will 
prevent Senator Cockrell's return to 
the' Senate. Colorado gave Roosevelt 
15,000 plurality, but Pcabody Is de- 
feated for Governor by 5,000. In Wis- 
consin, where the La Follctto and 
Spooner Republicans have been at 
sword's .poliitB, Roosevelt' won with 
t£>,000 plurality, and La Folletto was 
fleeted by 50,000. Congressman Bnb- 
coek, chairman of the Republican Con- 
gressional Committee, won out with 
£84 'votes to spare. Massachusetts 
gave Roosevelt 80,270 plurality, but 
elected Douglas, tlie Democratic candi- 
date for Governor, by 35,710 plurality.'

Ornamental Ilutter. 

The simple act of squeezing n piece 
of butter as big as an average apple 
through a strainer, and dropping it 
light on n pat gives the latter finite A 
pretty airy appearance. The sheaf of 
wheat model, too, Is pretty and appro- 
priate, savoring of the farm, and can 
bo got from nny linn. In using this, 
and many another model, yon press 
the butter Into tlie "viiennni," and 
then dab it gently on tbe half-ponnd 
or pound of butter, and the sheaf 
leaves freely and adheres to the main 
body. It does not take bo long to ac- 
complish this as to write and describe 
it, if tho model la wetted with cold 
water and salted before used. Then 
roses, lilies and other pretty flowers 
nro represented, and nmde lo adorn 
butter for our stores aud shows.

"White House with uncommon interest and 
Brilliancy. Dinners were given Thursday 
and Friday evening in honor of Mr; John 
Morley, the eminent English' author and 
statesman, whom Andrew Carnegie in* 
duoed • to visit this country to etndy econ- 
omic conditions and witness a Presidential 
election. Mr. Morley V Bpeecbea a few 
years ago on the Home Rule Bill were 
impassioned appeals to England to lay 
aside prejudise and do an act of justice to 
the Irish people. He has later championed 
the cause of the Boers. He is always list- 
ened to with attention and U registered as 
absolutely honest and independent. He is 
of middle height, quite thin, very alert in 
bis movements; bis face is long and clean 
shaven and its general expression is one of 
melancholy and severity, hut he dislikes 
the epithet "Bombre". Lost Wednesday 
he wbb given a banqoet by the Merchant's 
Club of Chicago. In his "after dinner" 
speech, among other things, he said: 
"England has saved herself by free trade 
and I hope ehe will save the United States 
by her example. ,My word to' you is to 
stick to the old lines. 1 '* The President 
invited the Cabinet and the Supreme Court 
to meet Mr. Morley. 



It ib too early yet to Bpeak advisedly of 
forthcoming cbaoges in the Executive 
branch of the Government. There is no 
hurry as everything is running smoothly, 
and the President can bide his time, being 
master of the ' 'situation. Because Chief 
JuBtice Fuller will reach the retiring age 
of 72 years next March; enabling bim to 
receive a pension of $ 10,000, it is assumed 
that he will resign, and then it is pointed 
out that Secretary Taft will be made Chief 
Justice. Messrs. Hay, Morton, Wilson, 
and Metcalf will probably retain their 
.portfolios but it is thought that Secretaries 
Shaw and Hitchcock may wish to resign 
for the purpose of attending to private 
business. If nil these thinga happen, 
there will be' pi aces enough for Mr. Cortel- 
you without displaying Mr. Wynne, the 
Postmaster General. The President will 
have the War, the Treasury and the In- 
terior vacancies at his disposal. But no 
one can exactly forecast the future, not 
even the — weather man.. 



There axe three roses on the Roosevelt 
cont of arms;. They are not displayed as 
symbols of secrecy as was the custom with 
tbe ancients, for no man ie more outspoken 
and above board than the President. The 
day after the election the leading business 
men of Washington thronged the White 
House to congratulate its occupant, and 
each of them brought a rose, until Mr. 
Roosevelt found his arms full- — juat ns four 
years ago great bunches of carnations were 
given to President McKinley. Among 
the callers last Wednesday was tbe aged 
widow of fien, Anderson, of Fort Sumter 
fame, with a big bunch of the heraldic 
flowers in her hands. Tbe President hast- 
ened to ber carriage to save her tbe trouble 
of alighting. The contrast between tbe 
two was worthy of note. Mr. Roosevelt 
could hardly have been more than two 
years of age when the husband of this 
woman wasjieroically defending the fort 
under his command. 



Everywhere in Washington folks are 
asking each other how it happened? All 
admit that the President's personality was 
one of the most potent factors in winning 
the election. He impresses all whom he 
comes in contact, as being sincere, honest, 
purposeful, resourceful and intelligent ns 
well ob gentlemanly. Besides these char- 
acteristics he has the courage oE his con- 
victions, and no man needs it more than 
the President of the United States. Tbe 
day after tbe election flugs were displayed 
from private bouses in all parts of tbe city; 
a' general feeling of relief was experienced 
that the great contest haB passed peacefully 
away without disturbing business or em- 
bittering sections, The coming inaugura- 
tion is now talked about, and it is admit- 
ted that it will be one of tbe largest and 
moat impressive ever seen in Washington. 
"Word comes from Cleveland)" Ohio, of tbe 
purpose of a regiment in that city to par- 
ticipate. 



The telegrams of congratulation which 
have been pouring into tbe White House, 
over ten thousand in number, are stacked 
up in piles two feet high. The one which 
the President Bays touched him tbe most 
came from the widow of President Mc- 
Xiuley. Tbe most remarkable telegram 
was from tbe Emperor of Germany. The 
first message of congratulation to arrive, 
as early as half past eight o'clock, came 
from Judge Parker. The news of the 
Roosevelt landslide came first to the Presi- 
dent's ears from one of his sons, while he 
was at dinner. Tbe boy bad been watch- 
ing for the returns in tbe Executive offices; 
he outran the messengers and burst into 
tbe dining room with: "Pop! You've 
carried New York by a big majority 1"

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THANKSGIVING lN'T7S5. 



llovr !Waa1ilngton'a Proclamation Dif- 
fered from Tliottc of L>ater l>ny». 
Nowadays, the Thanksgiving proclama- 
tion ot* the State aud national executives 
are brief compared to wlbt they were in 
the enrly days of our republic, says a 
writer in the Boston Herald. In tbe case 
of the latter he doesn't foreshndow his 
forthcoming annual message as was 
somewhat the vogue in President Wash- 
ington's lime. This is seen in the Thanks- 
giving procln millions Issued by our great 
and good first President lit the early part 
of the year 1TIK1, in which -he appointed 
Feb. Ill ns "a day of public thanksgiv- 
ing m»l prayer." The "Father of Hi* 
Country" wus then (KJ years or ago nnd 
was serving his sixth year as President. 
It was n long document and covered 
quite n number of points. Of tit esc, I 
will advert very briefly to only three or 
four which are peculiarly aJgnflcnnt. 

In the •preamble he mentions, as the 
flrwt subject, "demanding tiie public at- 
tention ou this solemn occasion, our ex- 
emption from n foreign war" and next 
proposes, as "an object or gratitude," 
the "Increasing prospect of the continii- 
anec of our exemptions from a foreign 
war." Which propositions evidently re- 
late to- tli e settlement, through special 
envoy, John Jny, of our scrloud trou- 
bles with Great Britain, growing out of 
the continued occupation by the British 
of the western forts on Lake Brie, con- 
trary to the treaty of 1783; and tho seiz- 
ure of American veasets bound for 
French ports by British whips and tha 
imprisonment of American seamen. 

Another cnuso for thanksgiving, nc- 
conllng to tho same high authority, is 
"ihe grout degree of internal tranquillity 
we have enjoyed," To which k added 
"our cause for thank fubiess for the re- 
cent confirmation of that tranquillity by 
the suppression of nil insurrection which 
so wantonly threatened it." 

And In another plnce tho President rc- 
tpenla this Idea, asking hl» people "to 
render a tribute of praise and grsatituds 
to the Great Disposer of all events, for 
tbe seasonable control which has been 
given In n Hplrit of disorder In the - sup- 
pression or the Inte- Insurrection.". Wbnt 
the President 'had In mind In this nlln- 
alon wo.* -the "i;rent whisky insurrection'' 
In Pens.vt inn in In 1704, cntised by tiie 
passage by Congress of acts Imposing 
duties upon spirits distilled nnd .iipnu 
stills. It \YR9 finally suppressed by.Gov. 
Lee of M dryland, with lii.OOO troops, 
acting under orders of the President.
